(X) MISSION . The Assistant Director for Scientific 
Intelligence is charged with establishing and 
maintaining the Agency scientific and technical 
intelligence production program; with pro- 
ducing scientific and technical intelligence 
in accordance with the responsibilities of the 
Asency ; with supporting Agency and inter-agency 
scientific and technical intelligence collection; 
with implementing the Director's coordinating 
responsibilities in scientific and technical 
intelligence; and with providing advice and 
making recommendations on scientific and technical 
intelligence matters to the Director of Central 
Intelligence and other officers and Offices 
of the Agency. The reepees ibility of the Assistant 
Director for Scientific Intelligence extends
